In April 2003, a Quality Institute Conference convened key stakeholders to discuss the role of laboratory medicine in
addressing America's health care problems. Thirty-eight partner organizations representing a broad cross-section of the
health care community participated in the meeting to discuss the need for the creation of a new organization that could
engage the health care community in improving laboratory services. The Institute for Quality in Laboratory Medicine was
developed with generous initial support from the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention.
